REPORT 


Superintending School Committee March I, 1886. 


It will be seen by the above tabular statement, that schools. have 
been maintained in all the school districts of the town. 

*The average number of school weeks per district, excepting Union 
District, has been 26. North Newport and Guild schools have each 
had 33 weeks, the largest number. District No. 12, Pike Hill, has had 
18 weeks, the smallest number. 

The average number of scholars attending school outside of Union 
District has been 18. District No. 6 has had 40 scholars, the largest 
number. No. 7 has had 7 scholars, the smallest number. ; 

It will also be seen thatin all the districts except Union District, 
22 teachers have been employed: 20 lady and 2 gentlemen teachers. 
Eighteen of these reside in town, seven are from out of town. 

Exactly uniform results cannot be secured in all the schools. Schol- 
ars are not all alike. Parents are not allalike. Teachers are not all 
alike. 

Some teachers exce! in one thing and some in another. Some excel 
in more things than others. To make invidious comparisons would be 
in bad taste, as well as unjust. Some would be injured needlessly. 
No one would be benefitted. 

It is not too much, however, to say that all have been devoted, con- 
scientious and enthusiastic in their work. There has been no failure 
anywhere. Any unpleasant occurrences have only been such as are 
incident to the imperfections of human nature, and inevitable in the 
nature of things. ae as i Sih 

There are often embarrassments in the way of successful teaching 
that ought nof to exist. Chief among these is want of hearty co-opera- 
tion and support on the part of parents. There are boys and girls who 
are not over-ambitious to learn or particularly conscientious in the 
matter of conduct. Such need the stimulus of parental advice and au- 
thority. If this is withheld, great harm is liable to come to the indi- 
vidual scholar and to the entire school. ~ 

The school houses for the most part are in quite comfortable con- 
dition. | The school house in Dist. No. 3 has been much improved by 
replacing the old seats with modern ones, which are easy and conven-

ient. The school house in No.9 has also been made much more 
cheerful and pleasant by the judicious use of alittle wall paper and 
whitewash. Other school rooms could be much improved in the same 
way. : 

The Union District is not under the supervision of the town superin- 
tendant, but the statistics have been kindly furnished and are included 
in this report. The schools have been under the management of a 
faithful and efficient Board of Education. 

A very excellent corps of teachers in all the grades has been main- 
tained during the year, and as elsewhere throughout the town, most 
gratifying results have been secured in school work. The school 
board has been especially enterprising in the introduction of efficient | 
appliances for the ventilation of schoolrooms. Three marked results 
have followed: the absence of the sickening ordor usually noticable in 
crowded school rooms, less sickness among the pupils, and greater 
progress made in study. Similar desirable results may be secured in 
every district in town by a little effort and with trifling expense. 

There is no secular interest so vital to the state or so dear to the 
heart of the parent as the education of the children, and no interest 
which should be so securely and sacredly guarded. 

Much anxiety seems to exist in reference to the working of the new 
school law. There is probably little occasion for anxiety or alarm. 
The rights of the remotest scholar in the remotest part of any district 
are too well undertood and too keenly appreciated to be overlooked or | 
ignored by any board of education which the citizens may elect. ‘Some 
of the most faithful and most promising scholars in the town are 
found in these out of the, way districts, and no one would for a mo- 
ment think of depriving them of the school advantages, for which the 
property of the district is taxed, and which the state guarantees to se- 
cure. |
